RURAL SCHOOL TERM 


Talk Six 


(By .J. L. McBrien, School Extension 
Agent, U. S. Bureau of Education) 
Before the rural schools can come 
into 
possession of the things due 
them there must he an aroused pub­ 
lic sentiment as to their needs. Pre­ 
vious talks have served to show how 
to increase the rural school term by a 
better average daily attendance 
on 
the part of rural pupils. It has been 
pointed out that the average daily 
attendance of all pupils enrolled in 
the rural schools of the United States 
is only (IT.ti per cent of the enroll­ 
ment. 
If it were possible to take 
into consideration the large number 
of rural pupils who are not enrolled 
but who should be enrolled by proper 
enforcement of a reasonable compul­ 
sory 
attendance law the 
average 
daily attendance in the rural schools 
for the country at large would be less 
than 00 per cent. 
In support of this declaration the 
following is quoted from the Annual 
Report of the State Superintendent 
of Schools of Georgia for the school 
year 
ended 
December 
31, 
1915 
Pleading for a reasonable enforce­ 
ment of a reasonable compulsory a t­ 
tendance law, the superintendent de­ 
clares : 
“There are some men who are so 
mean by nature that they must be 
forced before they will give their chil­ 
dren educational 
opportunities for 
sch o o l training. 
The figures show 
that 1G9,030 children of school age 
in this state did not attend school a 
day last year. 
Many of these have 
never been enrolled during any pre­ 
vious year. Without the strong arm 
of the law they wdt grow up in igno­ 
rance .just as thousands before them 
have done.” 
, 
If we go one step 
further in our 
reasoning and take into considera­ 
tion the millions of rural children in 
short-term schools of three to four 
months in length, it is évident that 
the average daily attendance of mil­ 
lions of pupils in the rural schools 
for the nation at large is not 50 per 
cent of what it should be when meas­ 
ured by the attendance of pupils in 
city 
schools with si 
nine-months* 
term. In other words, the short term 
and the poor attendance in the rural 
schools are 
depriving 
millions of 
country boys and girls of over half 
their birthright in 
matters of free 
school privileges as compared with 
city boys and girls. We are glad city 
children have the good school privi­ 
leged that are theirs. 
We wish the 
city schools were better. 
But with 
the help of the press we are deter­ 
mined to expose this unjust, unreas­ 
onable, and un-American discrimin­ 
ation against country boys and girls. 
Equality before the law and equal 
educational opportunity have not yet 


been provided for the farm boy and 
farm girl. 


But, 
strange 
as it may 
seem, 


sparsely settled rural 
communities 


often fight against the things which 
are for their own good. 
A strking 
statement of this phase of the rural 
problem is found in Extension Bu­ 
reau Circular No. 2, of the Univer­ 
sity of North Carolina, July 1910. 
In this issue Professor E. C. Bran­ 
son declares: 
“Everywhere in thinly settled coun­ 
try regions we find people here and 
there who are 
suspicious, secretive, 
apathetic, and unapproachable, who 
live in the 
eighteenth century 
and 
preserve the language, manners and 
customs of the past long dead else­ 
where, 
who prefer their 
primitive 
ancient ways, who are ghettoed in 
the midst of present civilization, to 
borrow a phrase 
from 
President 
Frost. 
They are the crablike souls 
described by Victor Hugo in Les Mis- 
erables, who before advancing light 
steadily retreat 
into the 
fringe of 
darkness. 
People like these abound 
in Clinton and 
Franklin counties 
(New York) where an eighth of the 
native white voters are illiterate, in 
Aroostoek 
county 
(Maine) where 
nearly a fifth of the white voters can 
not read their ballots or write their 
names; 
in Windham County (Con­ 
necticut) where a seventh of 'the 
voters are illiterate. 
Windham, 
by 
the way, lies midway 
between the 
academic effulgence of Yale on the 
one hand and Harvard on the other. 
You can find within the sound of col­ 
lege bells anywhere what we found 
the other day in a field survey that 
took us into every home in a mid- 
state county in North Carolina—a 
family of whites, all illiterates, half 
the children dead in infancy, and 
never a doctor in the house in the 
whole history of the family.” 
“All the ages of race history and 
every level of 
civilization 
can be 
found in any county or community, 
even in our crow ded centers of wealth 
and culture. 
We need not hunt for 
eighteenth century survivals in moun­ 
tain coves alone.” 


And yet the only remedy for such 
conditions is the education of these 
peoples. 
Let there be light!

Question of What Will Become of 
United States Industries After 


War Overshadows Ail. 


THAT 
A N T I-DUMPING 
ACT 


Those Familiar 
With Criminal Law 


Say That it Can Not be Enforced 


to Keep Out Competition. 


Washington, Oee. 28.—The Repub­ 
lican publicity association, through 
its president, Jonathan Bourne, Jr.. 
today gave out the following state­ 
ment at its Washington 
headquar­ 
ters : 


“Ask the first ten men you meet 
what will be the most important sub­ 
ject of national legislation in the next 
four years and nine out of the ten 
will tell you that the most important 
legislation will be that which is de­ 
signed to protect American industry 
in the severe competition it is des­ 
tined to meet at the conclusion of the 
war in Europe 
It is acknowledged 
even by officers in the 
Bureau of 
Foreign and Domestic Commerce that 
we shall be compelled to meet an un­ 
usually pressing foreign competition. 
I he present administration express­ 
ly admitted this fact when it placed 
in its revenue 
legislation a clause 
known as the anti-dumping provision, 
which was designed to supply, but 
which will not supply, the protection 
the American producer must have. 
“The anti-dumping provision of the 
revenue act declares that it shall be 
unlawful for any person importing 
articles from any foreign country to 
sell such articles within the United 
States at a price substantially less 
than the 
actual 
market value or 
wholesale price of such articles at 
the time of exportation to the United 
States in the principal markets of the 
country of their production, after 
adding to 
such market 
Value or 
wholesale price 
freight, 
duty, and 
other importation charges; provided 
«¡that such act or acts the done with 
the intent of destroying or injuring 
an industry in the United States or 
of preventing the establishment of an 
industry in the United States/ 
“ It is readily 
apparent to every 
person who knows tip? first principles 
of criminal law that it will be abso­ 
lutely impossible to convict any per­ 
son 
under that 
provision, however 
injurious his importations may be to 
American industry, unless it he clear­ 
ly proven 
that hs acts 
were done 
‘with the intent’ of destroying or in­ 
juring an American 
industry. 
To 
prove the evil intent of a man eliarg- 
ed with crime is one of the most diffi­ 
cult features of criminal law. 
“The anti-dumping law enacted by 
the Democratic administration em-1 
bodies all that the Democratic party 
deems necessary in order to protect 
American 
industry. 
That 
law' is 
fatally defective in at least three jw r-1 
ticulars. 
First, 
values and selling i 
price ot f oreign produets in the coun- j 
try of production 
are so low’ that j 
those goods eould be sold in Ameri­ 
ca at (he foreign selling price plus 
freight, and still at a price below that 
which the American producer, with* 
his high wage 
scales and shorteri 
hours of labor, can possibly afford to 
accept. 
Second, the law says ‘sub­ 
stantially less' than the actual m ar­ 
ket value in the 
foreign markets. 
J bus is placed upon ¡the American 
competitor the burden of collecting 
evidence as to the value in a foreign 
country, and also evidence to prove 
what is ‘substantially’ le ss than that 
value. 
To collect and produce evi­ 
dence of this character in a foreign 
country w’ould be more costly than 
any American producer could under-

Third, the lawr is fatally de­ 
fective in that it can not be enforced 
because of the specific rejuirement 
that the prosecuting 
officer of the 
government must prove the ‘intent’ of 
the importer. Even if this law’ could 
be strictly enforced in every particu­ 
lar, it w’ould 
afford 
to 
protection 
whatever to American industry. 
It has long 
been the theory and 
practice of the Democratic party that 
the interests of American industry 
require the opening of our markets 
to foreign competition. 
That being 
true, it w’ould be inconsistent for 
any prosecuting officer under a Dem­ 
ocratic 
administration to insist in 
any court of the law’ that importa­ 
tion of foreign products could possi­ 
bly be ‘with intent to injure or de­ 
stroy American industry.’ 
Since it 
is the theory of Democrats that en­ 
couragement of importation is en­ 
couragement of American trade and 
civ; it es a demand for American pro­ 
ducts, that party can not cosistently 
or sincerely attempt to enforce an 
anti-dumping law. 


“On November 7th, the American 
people are to ehoo.se a congress and 
a president who will shape the com­ 
mercial industrial 
policies 
of the 
United States for the next four years. 
That legislation will be the most im­ 
portant that will be enacted during 
th#t period. 
The Republican party 
and its 
candidates stand 
now and 
have always stood for a protective 
tariff which recognizes the light of 
American producers to 
a material 
advantage in American markets» be­ 
cause of the higher cost of labor and 
materials in this 
country. 
Under 
such a tariff it is not necessary for 
the American producer to prove in 
any court of law’ either the market 
value of a foreign product in a for­ 
eign market or the evil intent of the 
importer. 
“ rhe republican 
party assumes 
when any importer of foreign goods 
brings those goods into this country 
to -ell in competition with similar 
goods produced here, he does so with 
the intent of 
supplanting a eorre- 
ponding quantity of American pro­ 
ducts and that he necessarily must 
injure American industry to that ex- 


tent. That is a presumption of both 
fact and law’ which w’e do not call 
upon any American citizen to prove 
under the technical rules of legal 
evidence. 
“We give the American producer 
the benefit of every doubt. The Dem­ 
ocratic party, on the 
other hand, 
gives the foreign importer the benefit 
of the doubt, and places upon the 
American 
producer the burden of 
proving at his own expense of time 
and money all the facts as to the 
foreign value of 
imported articles, 
and the evil intent of the importer.

“Mr. Burleson in his report to the 
64th Congress, after stating that his 
service was 
permanently 
self-sus­ 
taining, asked Congress 
to 
nullify 
all of the employees principal legis­ 
lative reforms,” declared 
Flaherty. 
“Our eight-hour law, our weekly 
rest law, our 
salary 
classification 
law would have been nullified if Con­ 
gress bad heeded the 
recommenda­ 
tions of the Postm aster General. He 
also asked that the rate of pay for

RURAL SCHOOL TERM 


Talk Six ' 


(By 3. IJ. Mi-Brien, School Extension 
Agent. U. S. Bureau of Education) 


Before the rural schools can come 


into possession of the things due 


(here must 


lie sentiment as 1o their needs. 
Pre- 


vious talks have served to show how 
to increase the rural school term by a 
better average daily attendance on 
Ibe part of rural pupils. It Ivas been 
pointed out that the average daily 
attendance of all pupils enrolled in 
the rural schools of the United States 
is only fi~.fi per cent of 'the enroll- 
ment. 
If it were possible to take 


into consideration the large number 
of rural pupils who are not enrolled 
but who should be enrolled by proper 
enforcement <:f a reasonable eompul- 
srry 
attendance law the 
average 


daily attendance in the rural schools 
for the country at large would be less 
Ilian (10 per cent. 


In support of this declaration the 


following is quoted from the Annual 
Report of the State Superintendent 
of Schools of Georgia for the school 
year 
ended 
December 
31, 
1915. 


1'leading for a reasonable enforce- 
ment of a reasonable' compulsory at- 
tendance law, the superintendent de- 
clares: 


"There are some men who are so 


mean by nature that they must be 
forced before they will give their chil- 
dren educational 
school training. 


opportunities for 
The figures show 


in this state did not attend school a 
day last year. Many of these have 
never been enrolled during any pre- 
vious year. Without the strong arm 
of the law -they-wiH grow,up in igno- 
rance just as thousands before them 
have done." 
, 


If we go one step further in our 


reasoning and take into considera- 
tion the millions of rural children in 
short-term schools of three to four 
months in length, it is evident that 
the average daily attendance of mil- 
lions of pupils in the rural schools 
for the nation at large is not 50 per 
cent of what it should be when meas- 
ured by the attendance of pupils in 
city sefiools ;witK 3 nine-months' 
torm. In other words, the short term 
and the poor attendance in the rural 
schools are 
depriving 
millions of 


country boys and girls of over half 
their birthright in matters of free 
school privileges as compared with 
city boys and girls. We are glad city 
children have the good school privi- 
leged that are theirs. We wish the 
city schools were better. But with 
the help of the press we are deter- 
mined to expose this unjust, unreas- 
onable, and un-American discrimin- 
ation against country boys and girls. 
Equality before It he law and equal 
educational opportunity have not yet 


been provided for the farm boy anc 
farm girl.

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Question of What Will Become of 


United States Industries After 


War Overshadows All. 


THAT 
ANTI-DUMPING 
ACT. 


Those Familiar With Criminal Law 


Say That it Can Not be Enforced 


to Keep Out Competition. 


Washington, Oce. 28.—The Repub- 


lican publicity association, through 
its president, Jonathan Bourne, Jr.. 
today gave out the following state- 
ment at its Washington headquar- 
ters: 


"Ask the first ten men you meet 


what will be the most important sub- 
ject of national legislation in the next 
four years and nine out of the ten 
will tell you that the most important 
legislation will be that which is de- 
signcd to protect American industry 
in the severe competition it is des- 
jined to meet at the conclusion of the 
war in Europe It is acknowledged 
even by officers in the 
Bureau of 


Foreign and Domestic Commerce that 
we shall be compelled to meet an un- 
usually pressing foreign competition. 
The present administration express- 
ly admitted this fact when it placed 
in its revenue legislation a clause 
known as the anti-dumping provision, 
which was designed to supply, but 
which will not supply, the protection 
the American producer must have. 


"The anti-dumping provision of the 


revenue act declares that it shall be 
unlawful for any person importing 
articles from any foreign country to 
sell such articles within the United 
States at a price substantially less 
than the 
actual 
market value or 


wholesale price of such articles at 
the lime of exportation to the United 
States in the principal markets of the 
country of their production, after 
adding to 
such market . yalue or 


wholesale price 
freight, 
duty, and 


other importation charges; provided' 
Jthat such act or acts ibe done with.: 
the intent of destroying or injuring 
an industry in the United States or" 
of preventing the establishment of ah 
industry in the United States.' 
- 


"It is readily apparent to every 


person who knows tlje first principles 
of criminal law that it will be abso- 
lutely impossible to convict any per- 
son under that provision, however 
injurious his importations may be to 
American industry, unless it be clear- 
ly proven 
that hs nets were done 


'with the intent' of destroying or in- 
juring an American 
industry. 
To 


prove the evil intent of a man charg-: 
ed with prime is one of the most diffi- 
cult features of criminal law. 


"The anti-dumping law enacted by 


the Democratic administration em- 
bodies all that the Democratic party 
deems necessary in order to protect 
American 
industry- 
That law is 


fatally defective in at least three par- 
ticulars. First, values and selling 
price of foreign products in the eoun- 
try of production are so low that 
those goods could be sold in Ameri- 
i-a ill the foreign selling price plus 
freight, and still at a price below that 
which the American producer, with' 
his high wage 
scales and shorter, 


hours of labor, can possibly afford to 
accept. Second, the law says 'sub- 
stantially less' than the actual mar- 
ket value in the 
foreign markets. 


Thus is placed upon Ithe American 
competitor the burden of collecting 
evidence as to the value in a foreign 
country, and also evidence to prove 
what is 'substantially' less than that 
value. To collect and produce evi- 
dence oi' this character in a foreign, 
country would be more costly than 
any American producer could under-

take. Third, the law is fatally de- 
fective in that it can not be enforced 
because of the specific rejuiremenfc 
that the prosecuting 
officer of the 


government must prove 'the 'intent' of 
the importer. Even if this law could 
be strictly enforced in every particu- 
lar, it would 
afford 
to protection 


whatever to American industry. 


It has long been the theory and 


practice of the Democratic party that 
the interests of American industry 
require the opening of our markets 
to foreign competition. That, being 
true, it would be inconsistent'-for 
any prosecuting officer under a Dem- 
ocratic 
administration to insist in 


any court of the law that importa- 
tion of foreign products could possi- 
bly be 'with intent to injure or de- 
stroy American industry.' 
Since it 


is the theory of Democrats that en- 
couragement of importation is en-., 
couragement of American trade and' 
creates a demand for American pro- 
ducts, that party can not cosistently 
or sincerely attempt to enforce an 
anti-dumping law.

That legislation will be the mast •im- 
portant that will be enacted during 
tliiit period. 
The Republican party 


and ils candidates stand now and 
have always stood for a protective 
tariff which recognizes the right of 
American producers to 
a material 


advantage in American markets, be- 
Ciiuse of the higher cost of labor and 
materials in this country. 
Under 


such a tariff it is not necessary for 
the American producer to prove in 
any court of law either the. market 
value of u foreign product in a for- 
eign market or the evil intent of the 
importer. 


"The republican party 
assumes 


when any importer of foreign goods 
brings those goods into this country 
to sell in competition with similar 
goods produced here, he does so with 
the intent of supplanting a corre- 
ptmding quantity, of American pro- 
ducts and that he necessarily must, 
injure American industry -to that ex- 


tent. That is a presumption of both 
fact and law which we 'do not call 
upon any American citizen to prove 
under the technical rules of legal 
evidence. 


"We give the American producer 


the benefit -of every doubt. The .Dem- 
ocratic party, on the

gives the foreign importer the benefit 
of the doubt, and places upon the

producer the burden :of 


proving at his own expense of time 
and money all the facts as to 1jhe 
foreign value -of imported -articles, 
and .the evil intent of the importer.
